Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the allowability in combination with the other claimed features 

is because nowhere in the prior art is there a metal foil made of an alloy that has a 
surface area at least 50 times the surface area before etching. Regarding claim 10, the 
allowability in combination with the other claimed features is because nowhere in the 
prior art is there a metal foil made of an alloy that has pores at least in a region 
spanning from the surface to a depth of 5% or more of the foil thickness in the thickness 
direction, wherein the pores have an average pore diameter not larger than 10 |jm. 
Regarding claim 17, the allowability in combination with the other claimed features is 
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because nowhere in the prior art is there a metal foil which gives an electrostatic 
capacitance of at least 200 uF/cm 2 per area (projected area) not including pore areas of 
the metal foil.
